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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues with respect to independent 
claims 1,10, 23, 32 and 34 on page 14, third paragraph that various exemplary portions of the specification to show support of all of the 
elements of the claims, that the disclosure does provide enablement as to how and which component or element explicitly detects a size 
of received set of signals. The applicant argues on page 14, third paragarph, that the counter 240 increments the work count number, 
which may be indicative of the size of the data, the host circuitry 150 can predetermined the composition of the data packets stored in 
memory, and the mask circuitry [0-n] 270 can facilitate the selective clocking of data comparision results, by checking the status of an 
extra bit that is transmitted in the data packets. ^
